H. W. Lee was chair- 
man of the meeting which was 
early thrown open to general 
discussion, 

There was no. detailed 
agenda which could have given 
“a lead to/ more defined’ deci- 
sions. 

There were, however, several 
valuable points raised and cer- 
tain proposals of value put 
forward, : 

There was general agree- 
ment that a 100 per cent. solu- 
tion to youth needs is not 
possible. There will be young 
People at all times who wi 
not respond—who will no 
| conform, a i he 

Two youth organisations— 
Altona North Youth Club and 
the Boys Brigade have already 
been disillusioned. These two 
clubs ‘invited unattached . boys 


into their ranks. Then their 
own members stayed away— 
the new lads caused distur- 
bances. Finally both clubs had 
to ask the newcomers to leave. 


That was the independent 
experience of two clubs. 


‘altona Youth Club is de- 
pending more on increased at- 
tractions. In a. few weeks a 
illiard table, a record player 
and facilities for coffee mak- 
ing will be provided for teen- 
agers at the club rooms in 
Civic Parade. A professional 
instructor has been engaged 
for gymnastics, 


A practical suggestion came 
from Mr. T. McGarry, secre- 
tary of the club. He suggested 
a hot rod track behind the 
hall and further it might be 
possible for Rotary or Apex 
members to give talks on. sub- 
jects such as engine tuning, 
ete. 


Other positive proposals in- 
cluded the idea that a record 
of all facilities for youth in 
Altona should be available. A 
speaker said that Bankstown, 
NSW, publishes a. directory 
which is presented ta each 
school leaver.

The Lady Nell ‘Seeing 
Eye’’ Dog School and Re- 
habilitation Centre for the 
Blind which is situated at 
14 Thanet Street, Mal- 
vern, Victoria, provides 
“Seeing Eye’’ Dogs free 
to any blind person resi- 
dent in Australia. 


These wonderful dogs give 
an independence and freedom 
of movement to many blind 
folk. : 


It takes six months to train 
a “Seeing Eye” Dog and then 
the blind person comes into 
residence at the school for 
a further month to six weeks 
to learn how to work with the 
“Seeing Eye” Dog. 


The training of “Seeing Eye” 

Dogs is only one facet of the 
work being done at the Lady 
Nell “Seeing Eye” Dog School. 
Many blind men and women 
are brought by voluntary 
drivers to daily craft classes 
where they learn upholstery, 
sea grass and plastic stool 
making, cane work, pottery, 
weaving and many other and 
varying crafts. This not only 
restores a blind person’s con- 
fidence and helps them to re- 
adjust themselves to plind- 
ness, but also assists the 
families of blind folk to 4 
better understanding of blind 
ness. 


Most of the teachers at the 
Lady Nell “Seing Eye” Dog 
School and rehabilitation 
centre are blind, or partially 
blind persons and thus they 
are able to show other blind 
people just how to cope with 
what may seem to be an in- 


.|surmountable difficulty. 


Women are “encouraged. to 
continue with their usual 
household chores and men to 
feel that life again holds an 
interest for them. A newly 
blind person is immediately 
stimulated to greater interests 
when they are taught, for in- 
stance, how they can again 
write with a pen and pencil, 
or learn to use a typewriter, 
thus freeing them from the 
necessity of having to depend 
on others to-write their_per- 


sonal letters. At the Lady 
Nell “Seeing Eye” Dog School 
and Rehabilitation Centre, 


blind folk from all walks of 
life meet others who have had 
similar experience to their 
own. Just’ coming in contact 
with other blind folk can be 
of tremendous benefit to those 
people.

tion as possible, and thus the 
different groups are kept very 
small so that each and every 
blind person can be given in- 
dividual attention and under- 
standing of their particular 
problem. We often find that 
many blind persons have been 
hidden away in our commun- 
ity and thus deprived of an 
opportunity to live full and 
useful lives. We are anxious 
to help such people.
